1. There is only one identified launch base in India with a 
possible capability of launching a satellite. It is in the Sriharikota 
Island area that l I had indicated a possible joint India/Soviet 

project supporting a Soviet synchronous satellite. Its location within 
about 13 degrees of the equator with the Bay of Bengal to the east would 
certainly make it an ideal location for launching a high-altitude synchro- 
nous satellite.
